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Edward  G.  Marshall’s  father  was  Raphael  L.  Marschütz.  One  of  the  scraps  of  paper  in  my 
grandmother’s  box  says  “Father  died  3 days  after  Purim  18th  day  in  Adar  March  8th  - 
1863,”  so  I think  that  may  have  been  Raphael’s  date  of  death.  I know  nothing  about 
Edward’s  mother. 

I do  know  that  he  had  a brother,  Gabriel  Marschütz  - who  came  to  the  US  also,  but  did 
not  change  his  name. 

Edward  was  bom  7 September,  1851  in  Wannbach  (which  was,  at  that  time,  Bavaria)  and 
died  25  Febmary  1910  in  New  York.  He  is  buried  in  Greenville,  Mississippi,  where  he 
lived. 

I do  not  know  when  he  came  to  this  country,  but  I know  that  he  became  a US  citizen  on 
August  3,  1877  in  New  York.  My  mother  had  his  citizenship  certificate  with  her  papers 
and  I will  eventually  find  it.  I have  also  seen  a graduation  certificate  from  a Bavarian 
school.  Are  those  things  that  you  would  want  for  your  archives? 

Greenville  is  a small  town  today;  I imagine  it  was  even  less  important  then.  However,  it 
did  have  an  “English-German”  school,  and  my  great-grandfather  was  a member  of  the 
school’s  fund-raising  committee 

Edward’s  wife  was  Bertha  Waldauer,  daughter  of  Abe  Waldauer  and  Henrietta 
Rothschild  (I  can’t  find  out  whether  she  was  any  relation  to  the  famous  Rothschilds,  but  I 
imagine  that  if  there  were  any  relationship,  it  would  be  part  of  family  lore.).  Bertha  was 
bom  Febmary  1,  1857  in  Lacrosse,  Wisconsin  and  died  July  12,  1950  in  Clayton  Georgia, 
at  the  home  of  her  daughter  Marcella  (my  grandmother). 

An  elderly  cousin  who  has  done  some  genealogical  research  tells  me  that  Henrietta  was 
bom  in  Oberweilerimthal,  Germany  on  May  15,  1824. 1 can’t  find  any  towns  with  names 
resembling  that.  And  I know  nothing  of  Abe’s  birth.  Family  legend  is  that  they  were 
Alsatian  dairy  farmers  who  settled  in  Wisconsin,  unprepared  for  the  difference  in  climate. 
They  eventually  moved  south,  to  New  Orleans. 

Bertha  and  Edward  had  five  daughters,  Jeannette  (Nettye),  Adah,  Marcella,  Louise  Belle, 
and  Estelle. 

Bertha  is  mentioned  in  “The  Early  History  of  the  Hebrew  Union  Congregation  of 
Greenville  Mississippi”  as  a member  of  the  committee  raising  funds  for  a new  temple 
building  to  house  the  congregation  formed  in  1880. 
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Letter  Fragment 

....why  dear  ...thought  to  gladden  us  with  some  lines  and  can  the  dear  children 
not  yet  write  a greeting  to  the  grandparents?  We  love  to  read  their  letters  and 
otherwise  nothing  can  give  us  pleasure  anymore  than  good  reports  from  our  dear 
children.  We  had  a letter  from  Gustav,  when  his  house  will  be  paid  then  he  will 
also  think  of  us  again.  We  would  already  be  satisfied  with  everything  if  I knew 

would  be  taken  care  of.  This  wish  like  many  others  remains  unfulfilled 

because  in  Germany  the  taxes  are  harder  with  every  year  and  business  less,  and 
more  frugal  than  we  live  are  few,  we  do  everything  ourselves  and  Teressa 

what  they  say if  you  dear  Bernie  would  not  be  so  helpful  towards  us  it 

would  make  enough  unhappiness  for  us Wood  and  things  like  that 

and  Moses  have  to  get  for  us. 

....your  letter  my  obliging  thanks  for  the  sent  30  marks  which  I can  use  very  well 
and  just  need  because  unfortunately  I can  no  longer  earn  anything  and  need  a lot 
because  I am  unwell  the  whole  winter.  How  would  I be  if  I were  not,  God's  truth, 
be  supported  by  the  dear  children,  but  they  all  have  their  burden  and  cannot 
spare  much  because  business  is  very  bad  and  Abywiel  as  well  as  Samuel  do 
their  duty is  still  in  young  beginnings 

I was  very  sorry  to  learn  from  your  letter  that  you  suffered  damage  through  Bernd 

what  I would  not  have  thought  in  the  year  of  1879  The  dear  God  heals  the 

damage  again. ...also  I send  you  my  picture  ,you  can  see  what  I have  become, 
when  I can  still  imagine  you... I do  not  know.  That  this  letter  reaches  you  in  the 
best  well  being,  wishes  for  you
